This is a high mark since the 
1953 harvest of 99,500 and con- 
firms a department preseason 
forecast of a 10-15 percent in- 
erease over last -year’s take. of. 
79,435 whitetails, ; 


The Mackinac Bridge Authority 
reported approximately 13,000. 
deer were takern’out of the Upper 
Peninsula, compared with 9,220 
last ‘year, Larger areas and quotas 
for. anterless..deer. accounted. for 
‘the difference --above-the .

Latest Census Bureau figures 
show that the proportion of Craw- 
ford County’s femaie population, 
single and married, in the labor 
force-is below average. 


Locally, only 19.8 percent of al} 
women above the age of \|4 hold 
outside jobs. This compares with 
28.9 percent in the United States 
and 27.3 percent in the State of 
Michigan. 


The actual figures were 281 in 
the local labor force out of a total 
of 1,454 women over the age ‘of 
14. While there has been an in- 
crease lately, it has not been on 
the scale reported for other areas. 

Although the number of work- 
ing wives has been rising, the 
number of single women has been 
dropping, notes the bureau. It at- 
tributes this to the fact that “there 
are now. fewer single women in 
the population of an increased rate 
of marriages in recent years.” 

Currently, it reports, 60 percent 
of the women in the labor force 
are married, compared with 45 
percent in the: years: qmnoolayey 
following World War 2. . 

In Crawford County, ‘in contrast 
to the situation in many areas, 
only 21.6 percent of the jobs-lo- 
cally. are held by women. 

Elsewhere in the United States, 
women hold 27.4 percent of all 
jobs, and, in the State of Michigan 
25,.2-percent.
